dred dollars ($100).

CHAPTER 331. 
AN ACT for the conditional repeal of chapter 19, laws of 

1873, entitled, "an act to authorize Abel Neff and Samuel 
Neff to keep and maintain a bridge across the Wolf river, at 
the village of Fremont, in Waupaca county." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Chapter nineteen (19) of the laws may  build and  
of Wisconsin, of 1873, entitled, "an act to author- mOntain a 
ize Abel Neff and Samuel Neff to keep and main- bridge.  
tam n a bridge across Wolf river, at the village of 
Fremont, in Waupaca county," is hereby repealed, 
unless said bridge shall, on or before the first day 
of September next, be placed in good repair and 
safe condition, by the owner thereof, for the usual 
and ordinary purposes of travel, for the accom-
modation of vehicles of all kinds, and before said 
time be so declared in writing, by a committee of 
the county board of supervisors of Waupaca 
county to be appointed by the chairman of said 
board for that purpose, and in that event said 
charter shall be and remain in force under 
the condition and limitations therein contained.
